Fish  Cciwo  t$  N*w  The  practice 

of  setting  aside  the  snrpln*  of  our  ci:y  4»h 
markets  in  asseou#  of  i>lti»ly  to  meet  the 
demand  wh«u  J»h  are  acatoer  or  on Ursly 
out  of  »<  a-ow,  ba*  led  to  the  establishment 
of  enormous  refrigerators,  or  buildings  for 
"cold  storage,”  in  which  tons  of  fresh  fish 
are  seewreiy  locked  ep  in  ice  and  kept  for 
mouths.  Tl»e  magnitude  of  this  cold  stor¬ 
age  lands**#  and  tU  relative  novelty  have 
•itwMi  to  it  m  bttle  popular  attention. 

Less  generally  known,  but  probaUy  of 
greater  financial  and  economic  importance, 
is  the  business  tbat  has  grown  up  here  in 
drying,  pickling  and  smoking  fish.  For 
the  most  part  the  eity  cured  fish  are  taken 
by  fl-dierion  under  eonnraot,  and  roughly 
salted  at  sea.  They  are  inainly  cod,  mack¬ 
erel  and  sal  moot  Other  eetablidimeiiU  are 

directly  engaged  in  sea  and  shore  fishing, 
due  firm,  which  cures  from  fifteen  thou¬ 
sand  to  forty  thousand  pounds  of  fish  a 
week,  make  a  specialty  of  smoked  shad  and 
sturgeon.  The  sturgeon  are  taken  iu  drift 
nets  off  the  coeats  of  Florida  at^l  Georgia. 
The  nets  are  one  hundred  fathom*  long  and 
twenty  fai  Innas  deep,  the  sturgeon  often 
weighing  frotn  three  hundred  to  five  hun- 
dreJ  pounds  '  each.  Occasionally  the  cap¬ 
ture  of  a  large  shark  or  alligaaor  give#  #e- 
rioiis  and  unprofitable  diveum’.y  to  the  work 
of  the  fl-hermeu.  When  caught  the  stnr- 
geon  are  cleaued,  the  back  bone  is  cut  out, 
and  the  sides  packed  iu  ice  and  sent  to  So- 
rauuah.  There  the  fish  is  packed  in  fresh 
ice  and  shipped  by  steiuiier  to  New  York. 
Here  the  sides  are  cut  In  slices,  pickled  in 
brine  lor  four  hours,  dried  and  smoked. 
The  drying  takes  ahont  six  hours  and  the 
smoking  fourteen  hours.  The  smoke  is 
made  from  hickory  wood  and  cellar  saw- 
dust,  and  the  smoking-room  is  hot  enongh 
to  thoroughly  cook  the  fl»b.  Other  fish 
are  smoked  in  substantially  the  same  way. 
The  sturgeou  *oe  is  immediately  treated  to 
Brccesaiv*  washings,  pavsing  each  time 
through  sieves  |o  cleanse  them  thoroughly,  1 
snd  are  then  packed  iu  salt.  The  result  is 
caviar*,  The  same  parties  have  sturgeon 
fisheries  iu  Delswsre,  snd  eel  fisheries  there 
and  in  New  Jersey.  The  best  and  fattest  !
